'the Lords of Appeals, and ſince the diſtribution 
took place, he has been put to very - conſiderable 
iexpences, much more than the ſum actually re- 
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ceived by him as his ſhare as Owner as aforeſaid ; 
beſides his having at this time, the whole of his 
Proctors Bill to diſcharge in the Admiralty, ſince 
the condemnation and in the Court of A ppeals, 
which he is given to underſtand will amount to a 
very conſiderable ſum, and beſides other expences, 
loſs of time, (as he has been obliged to be in town 
at different times, for a week, fortnight, and three 
weeks at a time.) 

That your Petitioner further begs leave to 
repreſent to your Lordſhips, that the other perſons 
mentioned in his former Petition, received the like 
ſum as Owners, as he believes, as they were 
_ conſidered jointly concerned in the ſaid Privateer; 
that they are ſeverally working men in different 
| buſineſſes, and in very indigent circumſtances as he 
believes, inſomuch ſo, that your Petitioner verily 
believes that ſome of them are not at this time 
worth one ſhilling, if their juſt and lawful debts 
were paid; and the reſt are in ſuch circumſtances, 
that if he was to apply to them, and was actually to 
proceed againſt them, for a part of the expences, 
and obtain a judgment againſt them, that it would 
be only adding diſtreſs to the diſtreſſed, and be the 
means of ſending them to a priſon. 

That your Petitioner has been a married man Cle 
more than twenty-five years, that he has had a nume- 
rous family of children by his wife ; that he has three 
daughters at this time reſiding with him, and that 
his wife and daughters are ſolely dependant upon 
him for ſupport and protection. And he further 


begs to aſſure your Lordſhips, that it is upon your 
Lordſhips, determination his future deſtiny depends, 
and the almoſt exiſtence of himſelf, his wife, and 
family, he having been unfortunate in buſineſs, 
by having loſt ſeveral very conſiderable ſums. of 
money, debts due to him, and which he conſiders 
now as bad debts. 

That your Petitioner's circumſtances were ſuch 
| laſt war as to enable him, and he did at his own 
expence, raiſe a company of 100 men for the 
defence of Sandgate and the neighbourhood, in the 
county of Kent, where he was then a reſident ; for 
which his Majeſty honoured him with a captain's 
commiſſion, that he exerciſed the ſaid men during 
the war at his own expence, and had them ready, 
if occaſion required, to bring into actual ſervice 
at any time in two or three hours. 

That your Petitioner was alſo concerned at the 
ſame time in thirteen privateers of large dimenſions, 
that is to ſay, from two to three hundred tons 
burthen, carrying from fixteen to twenty-four 
carriage guns each, with ſmall arms and manned 
with from eighty to one hundred and twenty men, 
and which cruiſed againſt his Majeſty's enemies ; 
ſome on the coaſt of America, others in the Me- 
diterranean ſeas, and the Weſtern ocean, with 
various ſucceſs; but which ended at laſt very 
much to the diſadvantage of your Petitioner, 
as he begs to aſſure your Lordſhips' that he 
loſt more than £10,000. by ſuch privateers, to

the truth of which Charles Alexander Crickett, 
Eſq. a Member in the preſent Parliament for 
the Borough of Ipſwich, can fully teſtify, he 
having paſſed all or the earn part of the com- 
miſſions.
